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1* . The Food Supply Division (Di recti a Alimentatiei) was one of several unidenti- 
fied divisions under the direction of the Ministry of Domestic Commerce. 

The Food Supply Division had its office on Strada Soaunei opposite the Coltea 
Hospital in Bucharest* 

2. The Food Supply Division controlled an organization known as th©^ Center of 
Public Food Supply ( Central a Alinentatiei Public©) with, offices in the 
Frasc&tti Building located on Calea Victoria! adjacent to the telephone 
company building in Bucharest* The Center of Public Food Supply was the 
central organization which controlled* supervised and supplied all food 
items from the various factories and food production, enterprises, to the 
Trusts of Public Food Supply (Trusturile AjLimentatiei, Public© )* 

3* The Food Supply Trusts were region^ organizations which operated,^ controlled 
and supplied all restaurants/ oof f dr shops, .confection shops, dairies, in a 
certain area or town. In Bucharest there were eight stick Trusts of Public 
Food Supply identified by numbers frofe one to eight (one for each raionj. 

4, The Food Supply Trust Ho. 6 (Trustul Alimentatiei Public©, Ho „ 6) had offices 
in a building formerly occupied by the Urbana Bank located at Ho* 2 Strada 
Militiei (formerly Strada Folitiei) in Bucharest. The Central warehouses 
were located on Strada. 13 Septembrie in Bucharest. 

5. The Food Supply Trust Ho. 6 was subdivided into the following services! 


The Management (Directia) headed by one Cotrus, 




The assistant director was one 
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b. The Administrative Service was the section in charge of ail the inventories 
of the various restaurants and other establishments operated by the Food 
Supply Trust No. b. This section employed approximately eight persons who ^ 
received salaries varying from 300 lei to 700 lei monthly* The chief of 
the section had a salary of 900 lei monthly* 

c. The .Commercial Service was the section which held all bookkeeping records 
of the various restaurants and other establishments operated by the Pood 
Supply Trust No. 6«, The service had approximately 50 employees headed by 

a chief bookkeeper named Zamfir* The latter was formerly an inspector 

of the Office of the Collector of internal Revenue . 


d. The Finance Section was responsible for the collection of trie daily 50X1 -HUM 
"returns” of the- various restaurants and other establishments operated by 
the- Food Supply Trust Ho* 6. Such "returns ” were recorded daily in state- 
ments drawn. by the cashiers of each. unit and subject to the control of the 
Dome Stic Con t ro 1 S o c t i on * 

e* The Domestic Control Section vigilantly controlled the entire field of 
activity and all the operations of the Trust* It. checked all bookkeeping 
records, the cashiers of the various units under vno control of the Trust., 
the inventories of such units, as well as the food supply and any other 
materials delivered or consumed by these units* 

f * The Cadre Section was in charge of the political control of the personnel 
of the Trust. 

g* The Labor and Salaries Section was responsible for the payment of salaries 
and pensions' of . the employees of the Trust.
